In hreef, the findings are (a) the case is heayily associated 
with Adolf SLA7IE, the notorious leader of the (presumably Comnraniet- 
sponsored) Hationale Liga . an Austrian political psirty seeking to recruit 
ex-JHazis to pro-£ast orientation; but (b) enough other traces of Subject 
exists to make the case worth follow-up. But there is a distinct possibility 
that all thdse other traces come from the same ultimate sources, which 
will be the principal objectiye of preliminary investigation. If SLA7IE 
is found to bo the primary source of all reports on Subject, 7®B will 
be inclined to drop the case (uiiless of course useful leads into SLA71E 
develop.)

c. Since his removal from BTSIS, there has been reliable, positive 
identification of Subject anyvAere .

b. Subject is acttialljr in Jail, but his name is being used in recruitment 
attempts made among ex>£azi8, particularly Oestapo (Subject uas 

in Amt IT) hy the Soviets. 

C. Subject is frequently, 14correctly, reported to be a code and cipher 
expert (cryptanalyst). He is not, but did study codes and ciphers 
while interned in MARCUS ORE. 

4. it is noteworthy that a great deal of the information (or rumor) in 

the files on thle case stems from ZIPP£R or GROSSBAHN. There are, however, .i 
ebme bits from GEOISSGROCSR - 1 (who, incidentally, has never turned over 
hie file on Subject, though he once promised to do so, then later stated 
the filewas misplaced). Other principal sources are newspapermen, significantlly 
Armin RSHTMSISTSR, whose reputation for reliability has been beuUy strained 
through the years. 

6, There is no communication between Subject and his wife. Austrian police 
seem satisfied on this point, and openly indicate they are watching her 
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6. lavestlgatloa of this case has turned up the fascinating fact that 
the OSS Interrogation of Subject, practically the basic dosument in the 
case, Iji all probability giTes only pseudonyms for Subject's associates.
